CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTIONS. 

Aa a matlcr of geuoral information wo 
publish the following extract from a dcapntcli 
of Mr. Lubouebero, wbilo Hocrotaty of Stale 
for tho Colonies, to Governor Douglas, shortly 
alter the latter gentleman bad assumed the 
reins of power ia Vancouver Ibland. Tho 
document possesses al tho present timo some- 
thing moro than a mcro historic interest. It 
lays down carofully but decidedly those 
portions of tho constitutional law of England 
which have rcoontly come under tho consid- 
eration of tho Legislative Assembly and the 
people of Vancouver Island, and which point 
to the rights that the ae'.tlers of every 
British Colony possosa. We have in former 
issues alluded to the despatch and the nature 
of its cootonts, but wo think wo cannot do 
belter than give it almost in its entirely. 1' 
is dated February 28, J 8:">("., nnd commences 
thus : 

Uy tho commission *nd instructions which your 
predecessor, Governor Blancbard, received when 
the Colony of Vancouver Island was first founded 
he was directed to summon general assemblies of 
freeholders, qualified by the ownership of 20 acres 
of land, and with their advice anil that of his 
Council make laws nnd ordinances for the good 
government of tho Island. 

I am aware that the aame commission contains 
another clause professing to empower the Gov- 
ernor to make such laws with the advice of his 
Council only. » • • • Neverthe- 
less it has been doubled bv authorities conversant 
in principles of colonial law whether the Crown 
can legally convey authority to make laws in a 
settlement founded by Englishmen 



temporary or a special purpose, to any Legislature 
not elected wholly or in part by the settlers them 
selves. If this be the case, the clauso in your

commission on which you relied would appear to 
be unwarranted and invalid. 

It appears to Her Majesty's Government, there- 
fore, that steps should be taken at once for Ihe 
establishment of tho only Legislature authorized 
by tho present constitution of the Island. I have 
accordingly to instruct you to call together an 
Assembly in the terms of your commission and 
instructions. 

Fortius purpose it will be wi'hinyour power, 
aa provided by the ninth clause of your instruc- 
tions, to fix the number of representatives and if 
you Bhould consider it essential to divide the ool 
ony into districts, and to establish separate polling 
places, although with so small i number ol settlers 
you will find this inexpedient. 1 

I leavo it to your local knowledge and discre- 
tion, with the advice of your Council, to suggest 
to the Assembly, when thus summoned, to'pais 
such measures as you may yourself deem most 
required, and in particular, such as may be neces- 
sary, in order to leave no doubt of the validity of 
proceedings already taken without the authority 
of an Assembly. 

But it appears to mc, that in a community con- 
taining so very limited a number of inhabitants, 
the maintenance of a constitution on the model of 
those considerable colonies, with a House of Re- 
presentatives and a Council, may be inexpedient , 
and that a Bmaller and more select body will, for 
the present, and probably for some years to come, 
perform in a satisfactory manner the functions 
really required in the present stugo of progress of 
the island. 

Such a body, however, can be constituted on 1 > 
by enactment of tho Legislature, authorised by 
the Commission, that is to say, of the Assembly 
and Council, together with yourself. It would 
be no unusual circumstance for a legislature thus 
constituted to surrender its powers into the hands 
of a singlo chamber. It has been successfully 
done in some of the smaller West India Islands. 

I leave it to yourself to consider, with the advice 
of the local authorities, the numbers and proper 
qualification of the members of such a single 
Council; but in the event of your determining to 
introduce the elective principle into it, a certain 
proportion, not less than one-third, should be 
nominated by the Crown. Tho power of assenting 
to, or negativing, or suspending, for tho assent ol 
tho Crown, the measures passed by such a Coun- 
cil, should be distinctly reserved to yourself. And 
it ir vory essential that a constitutional law of this 
description should contain a proviso, reserving 
the initiation of all money votes to tho local Gov- 
ernment. 

There ia nothing voiy new in that part ol 
the despatch alluding to or implying the 
powers of a representative Assembly over 
money votes. To every person who has had 
any experieuco in representative colonies, be- 
fore they possessed responsible government, 
and our population is woll represented by 
this class, it is an old principle of consul u 
tionul law, but there arc some amongst us 
probably who never considered the question 
or looked for authority upon it until the re- 
cent action of the House brought tho 
matter forcibly before tlioin. To Ihetn 
an authority like .Mr. Labouohere will 
bo unassailable, and the action of the 
Assembly us well ns of tho public meeting 
on Saturday will appear based on a solid 
foundation, In tho extracts which we gavo 
recontly from the rules and regulations 
issued by the Colonial oflieo, wo showed how 
limited wero tho powers of tho Crown in two 
important questions conuoctod with the 
political privileges of the settlors of a now 
colony. Mr. L:ibouchero explains them 
moro fully. He shows that tho Crown ha« 
no option in framing a constitution for a now 
colony — that the sottlera mint possess re- 
presentative Government in nny scheme 
emanating direclly from the Crown or its 
ministers. Tho injunction laid upon Gover- 
nor Douglas to take Ihe lirst opportunity to 
have tho nets which were passed by himself 
and Council made valid by tho Assembly so 
soon as it should have been called inlo being, 
nhow clearly the illegality ol any not done 
by the Executive that has not met with the 
usual sanction of the representative of tho 
people On the olhor point Mr. Labouchure 
is equally imperative. Speaking of the ad- 
visability, on account of the sparsity ol the 
population, ol uniting the two brandies of 
Legislature, ho says : " It is very essential 
that a constitutional law of this description 
should contain a proviso, reserving tho initia- 
tion ol all money votes to the local Govern- 
ment.'' If the Lower House had not the power 
to initiate mope, «">tos there would have been 
no necessity lor a proviso in the new arrange- 
rnent that the initiation of bjcIi votes 
should bo reserved lo the local Government 
Wo make these remarks and give the above 
authority, not to convinco tho population ol 
tho colony ol the correctness of oar slate- 
raenls ; for few can be lound to doubt the 
position ; but lo leave no misgivings upon 
tho minds of the Executive in tho present 
slate of all'airs, Yesterday Uic offiolal notice 
from tho House of Assembly in relation to 
tho passage of the estimates was ecu t lo the 
Governor in ordor that those salaries which 
are reduced or abolished may come without 
loss of lirno under Ihe new regulations, A 
' few days will show whether Ibe lotter us well 
as tho spirit of lbs Assembly's action will 
Ijm earriud out.

A NEW SOCIETY. 

To the Editor op the Britisu Colonist : 
Sir — Tho many advantages of societies to 
carry out particular objects havo boon so 
often demonstrated that nothing nets] be ad- 
vanced in their behalf by way of rfcorn.- 
mendation ; we all know how very profitable 
as well as agreeable thoy often prove, what 
u pleasant thing it is to meet with men 
whose interests and feelings are in common 
with our own, how agreeable is the inter- 
change ol sentiment under such circumstances 
It appears to me there is an admirable open- 
ing in this community for a new society, and 
one, too, ol rather a peculiar character. 1 
have noticed — in fact I obseive it every day 
— it constantly meets my gaze, that a certain 
number ol our citizens, men, too, moving in 
a pretty good position amongst us, are 
remarkable (or the neglect of their persons, 
for their slovenly appearance, and their filthy 
demonstrations. As I write some of tlicin 
pass in my mind's eye and smoll belore me. 
Hair uncombed, beard days old, face washed 
with a lick and a promise, coQee-stained shirt 

front, waiBtcoa h three or four buttons 

wanting — genera. !j the botttoni lot — perhaps 
the skewering ol a pin temporarily availing 
to hold tho parts together, boots and shoes 
inuocont of blacking. Now, sir, I think it 
would be a capital thing if a society, to be 
denominated the " Dirty Society," was es- 
tablished for the accommodation oi this sec- 
tion of our community. There noed bo no 
lear about not enough eligible mem hers 
joining. I know many who are thoroughly 
qualified for President. In fact I fear the 
society would be all otlieers, Yes, sir, n so- 
ciety is the want to enable these kindred 
spirits periodically to meet in a free and 
easy way, freed Iruiii the trammels of tho 
toilet, and enjoy their dirt and filth amongst 
themselves, where soiled shirt fronts, frowsy 
neck-ties, greasy hnls, stubby beards, dirty 
boots, &c, could have a pleasant tete-a-tete, 
where unwashed hands could have a good 
hearty shake together. Members would 
soon learn lo know each other by the smell, 
which would doubtless serve to cement 
Iriendship and promote the bond of union. 
But the principal advantages of iho society 
would be that the periodical assembling ol 
tho members o! this sooioty would prevent 
these nasty poople .villi their dirty appoint- 
ments and selbsatisliod look, thrusting their 
objectionable persona into the presence of 
decent, well-ordered people, and thus those 
who believe in that very excellent aphorism 
that " cleanliness is next to godliness,,' would 
in some degrou be protected.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 

We havo before given a synopsis of Presi" 
dent Johnson's Message to the U. S. 0on« 
giess, but the following extract is especially 
interesting to us : 

FOREIGN RELATIONS. 

Our domestic contest, now happily ended, 
lias left some traces in our relations with 
ono, at least, of the grout maritime powers. 
The formal accordance of belligerent rights 
to tho insurgents was uopreoSaVoted, ami hns 
not been justified by tho issue. But in the 
systems ol neutrality pursued by the powers 
which made that concession, thoro was a 
marked difference. The materials of war lor 
the insurgents wore furnished, in a great 
measure), Irom the workshops of Great Bri- 
tain, and British ships, manned by British 
subjects and prepared for British armament, 
sailed Irom the ports ol Great Britain to 
make war on American comnierco under the 
shelter of a commission Irom the insurgent 
•States. These ships, having oncu escaped 
Irom British ports, ever Blterwards entered 
thorn in ovory part VI' tho world to relit, and 
so to renew their depredations. Tho 0OM8- 
nuencea of this conduct weta most disastrous 
lo tho States thon in robullion, in causing 
their dosolation tend misery by the prolonga- 
tion ol our mil contest. Il had moreover, 
tho olfoot, to R groat extent, to dlilva the 
American (lag from tlso aea, and to ttunsfor 



muoh of our shipping and our commoroo to 
tho very powers whose subjects had croated 
the necessities for bucIi change. These 
ovents took placu before I was called lo the 
administration of the government. The sin- 
noro desire for pence by which I am animated 
led mo to approve the proposal already made 
to submit the questions which had already 
arison betwocti tho countries to arbitration, 
Tho questions aro of bo muoh moment that 
Ibey must havo commanded the attention of 
tho great powers, and so interesting to the 
peace and interests of every ono or them, as 
to havo insured an impartial decision. I 
regret to inform you that Groat Britain 
refused tho arbitration, but on tho other hnnd 
invited us to a formation of a joint commis- 
sion to settle tho mutual olaims between tho 
two countries, from which thoso for the de- 
predations before mentioned should be ex- 
cluded. Tho proposition, in that very 
unsatisfactory form, has been declined. Tho 
United Slates did not present the subjeicl as 
an impeachment of good laith ol a power 
which was prolonging a most friendly dispo- 
sition, but as involving questions of publio 
law of which tho settlement is ossenrial to 
the peaoe of nations ; and though pecuniary 
reparation to their injured citizens would 
have followed incidentally on a decision 
against Great Britain, buoIi compensation was 
not the primary object. Thoy had a higher 
motive, and it was in the interest of peace 
and justice, to establish important principles 
of international law. The correspondence 
will be placed before you. The ground on 
which the British Minister rusts his justifica- 
tion is, substantially, that tho municipal law 
of a nation, and domestic interpretations of 
that law, aro the measure of its duty as a 
neutral ; and I feel bound to declaro my 
opinion, bol'oie you and boforo the world, 
thnt this justification cannot bo sustained 
belbro tho tribunal of nations. At tho same 
lime 1 do not advise to any present altempt 
at redress by acts of legislation. Fur the 
future the friendship between tho two nations 
must rest on the basis of mutual justice.
